TRE DEMOCRATIC PROGRAMME. 
There comes from Washington an 
outline .of the policy the demociatio 
party in congress proposes to adopt dur­ 
ing the coming session. The following 
are the four points they propose to make 
it possible: (I) To so gerrymander the 
state of Ohio as to reverse its political 
natural republican majority, and by 
means of new democratic districts there 
to offset the republican gains in the new 
states. (2) To prevent by filibustering 
the enactment of a federal election lawj 
so that the reign of the tiesue ballet, the 
halidezer, and the fraudulent counter of 
votes in the south shall continue. (3) 
filibuster to prevent the adoption of 
ra ies in the bouse which will enable the 
bouse of representatives to b6 based up­ 
on the fundamental law of the republic 
that the majority stall govern. (4) To 
prevent by filibustering the enactment 
of an apportionment law for the reap­ 
portionment of representatives under the 
census of 1890. 
It will not be at ail strange if this pro- 
p Bed policy should be attempted. When 
ever the democratic party cannot win by 
constitutional means, then it resorts to 
means that are revolntionary. Anything 
for success, is the battle-cry of the lead­ 
ers of the democracy. A good illustra­ 
tion of this is the attempt rn the winters 
of 1876 7 to purchase enough electoral 
votes to secure the election of Mr. Til­ 
den. The finding of a key to the cipher 
characters used in telegraphing bids for 
the vot 3S, revealed a more diabolical 
plot than was ever discovered before i n 
a civilized government. And yet the 
democratic party, with hardly an ex­ 
ception, endorsed the secret cipher 
method adopted by Mr, Tilden to seoure 
the 183 electoral votes. 
If such a scheme as this with all its 
blackness and crime, and with it the Bar­ 
num soheme to carry Indiana in 1880 
when he telegraphed the famous mes­ 
sage—"Send seven more mules”—what 
shall hinder the democratic conscience 
from attempting to adopt the revolution­ 
ary means just telegraphed from Wash­ 
ington? Certainly nothing. 
If any ad­ 
vantage oan be gained by revolutionary 
methods, the advantage will be secured, 
and the revolutionists will laugh at the 
scheme. 
It is a great pity ibat there is not 
lofty statesmanship and high-born pa- 
I riot ism enough in the democratic party 
to orush any such revolutionary methods 
in ooogrees. A fair election should ,be 
the pride of every American. An hon­ 
est oount should be demanded by every 
citizen, no matter to whioh party he be­ 
longs. The exalting and patriotic words 
of James G. Blaine in 1884, when 
New York was still in doubt—“ It Mr. 
Cleveland carries the state by one honest 
vote, every fair minded citizen should 
demand that he be inaugurated presi­ 
dent.” Is there any democratic politician 
in all the land that will sbo sr the same 
patriotic spirit, this raising above party, 
that right may triumph no matter what it 
shall coit a party ?

The monarchy 
is deposed and Dom Pedro and his family 
have left the country. 
The provinces have 
signified their adhesion to the government 
Tranquility and general satisfaction pre­ 
vail. 
The republic will strictly respect all 
State engagements, obligations, and con­ 
tracts.” 
The Brazillian minister i3 directed to 
notify the stock exchange that all financial 
engagements entered into by the imperial 
government will bs faithfully observed by 
the republic. 
O fficial C o n firm a tio n a t W a sh in g to n . 
W ashington, Nov. 19.—A long cable­ 
gram has been received by the Brazilian 
minister containing a complete official 
confirmation of the report of the revolu­ 
tion already published. 
The communication states officially that 
the empire is abolished and the Emperor 
sent out of the country; that a republic has 
been establishsd under the name of the 
Lnited States of Brazil; that a provisional 
government has been formed with the of­ 
ficers already named in the public dis­ 
patches;’that all the provinces have assent­ 
ed to the new government: that peace and 
order prevail, and that the new govern­ 
ment will carry out all the contracts and 
agreements of the old one. 
This informa­ 
tion the minister laid officially before the 
State 
department. 
The 
cablegram 
does not state whether the minister and 
other representatives of the former govern­ 
ment here will be recalled or directed to 
continue their relations as before, nor 
does it refer to the delegates to the marine 
conference or the pan-American congress 
now in session here.

will not be determined until the new gov­ 
ernment has had time and opportunity to 
shape its policy and determine with re­ 
ference to its officers to carry out the 
same.

K eaaons for th e C hanging Shades o f A n 
tu m n T im e. 
“Probably not one person in a thous­ 
and knows why leaves change their 
color in the fall,” remarked an eminent 
botanist the other day. “The common 
and old-fashioned idea is that all this 
red and golden glory we see now is 
caused by frosts. 
A true and scientific 
explanation of the causes of the color­ 
ing of leaves would necessitate a long 
and intricate discussion. Stated brief­ 
ly and in proper language, those causes 
are these: Tile green matter in the tis­ 
sue of a leaf is composed of two colors, 
red and blue. When the sap ceases to 
flow in the fall, and the natural growth 
of the tree ceases, oxidation of the tisj 
sue takes place. Under certain condi­ 
tions the green leaf changes to red; 
under different conditions it takes on a 
yellow or brown tint. This difference 
in oolor is due to the difference in com­ 
bination of the original constituents 
of the green tissue and to the varying 
conditions of climate, exposure and 
soil. A dry, cold climate produces 
more brilliant foliage than one that is 
damp and warm. This is the reason 
that our American autumns are so much 
more gorgeous than those of England. 
There are several things about leaves 
that even science cannot explain. Fox 
instance, why one of those trees grow 
ing side by side, of the same age and 
i having the same exposure, should take 
on a brilliant red in the fall, and the 
other should turn yellow; or why one 
branch of a tree should be highly "color 
ed and the rest of Hie tree have only a 
yellow tint, are questions that are as 
impossible to answer as why one mem­ 
ber of a family should be perfectly 
healthy and another sickly. Maples 
and oaks have the brightest colors.”

C h ic ag o, N ov. IO.—The proceedings in 
the Cronin trial were to have been resum­ 
ed Monday with the cross-examination of 
Caph Schaack by the counsel for the 
State. 
Just before Judge McConnell took 
his seat on the bench the Captain received 
a message that a friend of his was dying 
and his cross-examination had to be de­ 
ferred. 
When court opened Mr. Forrest an­ 
nounced this fact to the judge, who said 
that other witnesses might be examined 
pending the return of Capt. Schaack. Mr. 
Forrest said he wished to modify his first 
motion of Saturday morning to strike out 
the testimony of certain witnesses relating 
to the meeting of camp 20 on Feb. 8, by 
withdrawing the objection to a conversa­ 
tion between Henry Owen O’Connor and 
Dan Coughlin as they were leaving the 
meeting. 
This conversation, Mr. Forrest 
said, would be competent testimony. 
The 
court overruled the amended motion and 
all the testimony stands. 
Frederick Squibb, the stenographer who 
took the report of the testimony at the in­ 
quest, was called for cross examination, 
and he testified that Maj. Sampson had 
said at the inquest that ho had known Dan 
Coughlin for some time previous to the 
time the latter approached him to "slug” 
Dr. Cronin. 
Peter Koch, a hardwood finisher who 
lives at 529 Otto street, Lake View, was 
the first witness for the defense. 
Mr. Koch lives three and one-half blocks 
from the Carlson cottage, which can be 
seen from a point about one block from 
witness’ house. Mr. Forrest examined 
Mr. Koch as to the location of the streets 
around that vicinity. 
“ Do you know John Kunze?” 
“ I do.” 
“Did he ever work for you!” 
“He did.” 
“How long have you known him!” 
“Since 1886 or 1887.” 
“When did Kunze leave your employ’” 
“Between April 8 and l l . ” 
“Did Kunze board with you!” 
“He did.” 
“Do you know Thomas Lynch!” 
“I do.” 
“Did he speak to you about any one?” 
“He did.” 
“About whom!” 
“About John Kunze.” 
“ What was the conversation about?” 
Mr. Hynes objected and Mr. Forrest 
said: “I will state now precisely what we 
expect to prove from this witness, and we 
will follow it up. 
We will show that this 
man went down to Lynch’s distillery to 
talk to him about Kunze. 
This was about 
April 8. 
We will show that this witness 
saw Lynch, who introduced him to Dan 
Coughlin. 
That night Dan Coughlin and 
Thomas Lynch ^ent to the witness’ house, 
walking up Lin oln avenue. Lynch was the 
man the witness Kettler saw with Coung- 
lin. Lynch went to witness’ house and 
Coughlin waited outside and around the 
place there tor Lynch. 
Lynch brought 
Kunze out and he and Coughlin got him 
drunk, ana Coughlin, in the presence of 
this witness, took two papers from Kunze. 
Kunze sai I ho had another paper. 
The 
next day Coughlin and Lynch went to this 
man’s house again and got Kunze. 
The 
next day this witness drove Kunzo from 
. his house. 
Kunze went to the South side 
and changed his name. 
The papers were 
supposed to relate to the bomb explosion 
at the Lynch distillery. 
We will put 
Lynch on the stand tomorrow to corrobo­ 
rate this. 
We will show that Capt. 
Bchuettler offered this witness $20 to point 
out Kunze, and then sent him to Kunze to 
tell him be was wanted in the Cronin case 
aud to come in and surrender himself.” 
The court permitted the question to be 
answered and Koch went on, in reply to 
Mr. Forrest's questions, to give the details 
of the visit of Lynch and Coughlin to wit­ 
ness’ hou>e. 
He described that on April 
9, or thereabouts, witness, Lynch, and 
Coughlin walked up Lincoln avenue to 
witness’ house, and on their way they met 
several persons, to some of whom Cough­ 
lin spoke. 
The idea was to show that it 
was on this occasion that Kettner saw 
Coughlin and Kunze together. 
Kettner, 
however, swore that it was May 4 they 
were together. 
Coughlin took Kunze out 
and got him drunk, and they had a tussle 
on the sidewalk in front of witness’ house, 
during which Coughlin took two papers 
from Kunze. 
“ What were these papers about!” 
“ They were a letter and a telegram 
from Mr. Burrows.” 
“Toe whisky trust man ” 
“Yes.” 
Kunze said he had another paper but 
that he wouldn't give it up to Coughlin for 
$1,000. 
The next morning the witness 
sent Kunze away from his house. 
“Some 
one wanted to arrest him, and I told him I 
did not want him to be arrested from my 
house!” 
“Who wanted to arrest him!” 
“A little drygoods clerk; I don’t know 
his name.” 
“When did you next see Kunze?” 
“About five weeks after.” 
“What did you say to him?” 
“I told him that Dr. Cronin’s body had 
been taken out of the sewer and the police 
were going to arrest him, and that he had 
better go to see Capt. Bchuettler.” 
“What did Kunze say!” 
The counsel for the State objected. “ We 
only want to show how it was that Kunze 
came to know he was to to arrested. The 
State introduced here a witness who testi­ 
fied that Kunze had said to him that he 
was afraid of being arrested for the Cro­ 
nin case, and we want to show that Kunze 
had feared this from the communication 
made to him by this witness, who in turn 
was so informed by a police official—Cant. 
Bchuettler.” 
“It would be unfair to the defendant to 
permit a conversation with one man and 
not to allow another conversation explain­ 
ing it 
I will allow the answer,” said the

next day,” said Mr. Koch, replying to 
Mr. Forrest’s previous question.

Hylan I testified that he and his cousin, 
Jeremiah Hyland, called at O’Sullivan’s 
house about 7 o’clock Sunday night, May 
They had supper and witness and his 
cousin, accompanied by O’Sullivan, left 
the O’Sullivan house about lo o’clock and 
went west on Ashland avenue. 
“We went down,” he said, “to the 
second saloon and went in and had. three 
glasses of wine—sherry wine—together 
and O’Sullivan paid for it; 
Then we had 
another glass of wine apiece and I paid 
for it. Then we had cigars. ’ ’ 
Mr. Hyland is a tall blonde with a 
prominent nose and reddish mustache, and 
in complexion somewhat resembles Dan 
Coughlin. 
The purpose of Hyland’s testi­ 
mony was to show that it was he, his 
cousin and O’Sullivan who dranl^ wine 
in Nieman’s saloon, and that it was Sun­ 
day night instead of Saturday night, as 
testified to by Nieman, and that Nieman 
was mistaken in supposing the two com­ 
panions of O’Sullivan to be Coughlin and 
Kunze. 
“Just stepdown here, Mr. Hyland,” 
said Judge Wing. 
“Now, Dan, do you 
come oyer here ” Coughlin got up and 
stood beside Hyland. 
Hyland was full 
half a head taller than Coughlin and much 
thinner. 
The facial difference was very remarka­ 
ble, too. 
Coughlin’s forehead looks entire­ 
ly unlike Hyland’s. 
The witness went back to his chair and 
said that he was in the saloon last night 
with the lawyers for the defense, and that 
he had picked out the place; that its num­ 
ber was 1788, tu t he didn’t know the 
street and didn’t see the saloonkeeper. 
On cross-examination Hyland said he 
didn’t know Dan Coughlin, had never 
spoken to him, and, indeed, he had not 
spoken to O’Sullivan until the night of 
May 5, though he had seen him at church 
in Wisconsin. 
“ What did you say you had to drink at 
the saloon!” 
“Sherry.” 
“Did your cousin call for the same!” 
“He said he’d like to have a glass of 
cider, bul the man hadn’t any.” 
“How did you all stand at toe bar!” 
“ We all stood together.” 
“Talk much!” 
“No, we didn’t talk a great d eal” 
It will be remembered that Nieman was 
positive that O’Snllivan and Conghtin 
stood apart from Kunze at the saloon and 
that they talked together earnestly for as 
much as twenty minutes; that Kunze stood 
apart and first ordered beer, but when 
O’ Sullivan said: ' ‘Take something good, ’' 
he drank sherry with the rest. 
Further, 
that it was nearly ll o’clock instead of be­ 
ing shortly after 9 o’clock, because the 
saloon keeper closed up immediately after 
these men left, and yet again that Hie 
man is positive that it was Saturday night) 
May 4, instead of Sunday, May 5. A 
it is by no means certain that the saloon 
Hyland rotors to is Nieman’s place. 
Jeremiah Hyland, the cousin who is to 
take Kunze’s place as the blonde stranger 
who was with O'Sullivan in Noiman’s 
place, was next brought in, sworn, and 
stood up before the jury. 
He brought his 
hat, too. 
It was a silk hat and tho rain 
hadn’t helped its looks a particle. 
Ho is 
smaller than James, but is still big snough 
to make two Kunzes out cf him. 
On the 
stand he substantiated his cousin’s story. 
Michael Whelan, an ex-police officer, 
toak the stand and told all about where 
Dan Coughlin was on the night of May 4. 
Whelan at that time was a detective a t 
the East Chicago Avenue station. 
He 
suspended from the force May 25 and dis­ 
charged Aug. 31. 
On Saturday, May 4, Whelan attended 
the funeral of an old friend. 
In the even­ 
ing he was at the Chicago Avenue station 
from 7:30 o’clock until after IO. 
He met 
Dan Coughlin at the station that night 
about 7:45. 
From 9 o’clock until IO 
Coughlin wasn’t out of Whelan’s sight. 
Whelan is positive about the date because 
that was the day Lieut. Brennan was pro­ 
moted to private secretary and he and 
Coughlin discussed the matter. 
About 
9:30 o’clock that night Sergt. Stift invited 
Whelan and Coughlin over to Gleason’s to 
have a drink. 
After leaving the saloon 
Wnelanand Coughlin stood in front of the 
station until IO o’clock. 
Whelan then 
went inside and he did not know where 
Coughlin went. 
Cross examination by Judge Longe- 
necxer: 
“Did you say before the coroner’s in­ 
quest that the last time you saw Dan 
Coughlin May 4 was at 7:30 o’clock in the 
evening?” 
“I wasn’t asked the question when I 
last saw him. ” 
Whelan said that on Tuesday, May 7, 
Capt. Schaack detailed Coughlin and him­ 
self to bring in Coughlin’s friend, James 
Smith. 
“Bring him in by all means,” 
was the order and it was never counter­ 
manded. 
A few days later, while passing 
along Clark street, Coughlin stopped and 
spoke to a man. 
When Coughlin joined 
Whelan he told him that the man he was 
talking to was Smith. Nothing was done 
about bringing Smith in, as they (Whelan 
and Coughlin) thought Cronin was in Can­ 
ada.

A M u rd erer’s 
W ealth B eing Searched 
for In Texas. 
Not long ago the columns of the 
Times contained an account of the 
death by his own hand of Riscke, the 
German gluemaker who was arrested 
in this city for a cold-blooded murder 
committed in Germany. 
The arrest 
and extradition of Riscke created a 
great sensation at the time. 
After he 
had been surrendered by tire United 
States authorities to the agent of tile 
German Government lie was taken to 
New* York, but on the way jumped 
from the train on which he was travel­ 
ing and attempted to drown himself in 
the river. 
He was rescued, however, 
and finally returned to tho fatherland 
to be tried for his crime. 
He was im­ 
mured in jail at Gaeben, in the Prov­ 
ince of Frankfort, but succeeded in 
ending his ow*n life by strangling him­ 
self with strips lorn from his blanket, 
and thus cheated the hangman. 
The murder for which Riscke was 
extradited was a most horrible and re­ 
volting one, and was committed for the 
purpose of robbery. 
His victim was 
a well-to-do miller, who lived near 
Riscke. 
The l>ody of tho miller was 
concealed and his money taken bv 
Riscke and his son, who participated 
in the crime. They tied to this country 
with their ill-gotten wealth, and tho 
son has never yet been captured. 
Riscke settled in San Antonio with 
his young daughter, who still resides 
here aud pursues his business as man­ 
ufacturer of glue. 
He did a good busi­ 
ness, and is reported to have made 
much money. 
Since his death in his 
prison cell in far-off Germany specu­ 
lation has been rife as to what he did 
with the money obtained by the mur­ 
der of the miller. 
He is supposed to 
have buried it somewhere in this city, 
but the secret of its hiding place is 
knowrn to none save his son and accom- 
Tlie amount stolen from the 
miller was equal to about $15,000 in 
American money, and was in gold and 
silver. 
Many attempts 
have been 
made on the quiet to gain some clue 
to where this wealth is concealed, 
but so far they have proven vain. 
It 
is generally supposed he brought tile 
money with him to San Antonio. 
It 
is still somewhere about here, but the 
question is, where? 
When the particulars of his crime 
w*ero made known after his arrest he 
w’as repeatedly asked to tell what he 
had done with the money, but to all 
inquiries in this direction he maintain­ 
ed a dogged and determined silence, 
and, so far at least as ho is concerned, 
his secret went with him to the grave. 
If his son is apprised of the place of 
concealment, he dare not divulge or 
make use of it, for fear of falling into 
the meshes of the law himself. Dig­ 
ging has been done in several places 
w here the money was supposed to be 
buried, but nothing has been found. 
Some day tho pick or shovel of the 
laborer will open the secret hiding 
place and bring to light this mine of 
wealth. 
Meantime 
more than one 
party is quietly prospecting, in the 
hope of running across the money.

A singular case, isn’t it. 
Ex-Mayor Kemp tells of a man who 
come to him in destitution, out of work 
as well as money, and applied for aid. 
With characteristic benevolence and a 
heart stretching sympathetically to­ 
ward his unfortunate brother man the 
ex-Mayor responded bountifully and 
sent the suffering suppliant on his way 
rejoicing. Taking a stroll a few days 
after, Mr. Kemp was surprised and de 
lighted to find the applicant flourish­ 
ing. He was sitting at a bootblack 
stand, smoking a cigar and having his 
boots polished. 
From beggary he had 
reached that point in a few brief days 
where ho could afford the luxuries 
named.

W ashington, Nov. 19.—A fter a recess f 
of over six weeks the delegates to the In- ' 
ternational Am erican Congress were called 
together a t l l o’clock Monday m orning 
by {Secretary Blaine, the presiding officer. 
The rooms in which the conference m eets 
are most com fortable and well adapted to 
the purpose for which they were selected. 
Mr. Blaine sat a t the head of a long table 
around which were seated nearly all of the 
delegates to tho conference, the B razilian 
delegates being the only absentees. 
The 
reading of the m inutes of the last m eeting 
(which was also the first) had to be done 
in Spanish as well as in English. 
The perfection of 
the organization, 
which was begun a t the first m eeting by 
the selection 
of a presiding officer, was 
taken 
up. 
Tho 
president appointed 
Messrs. Romero of Mexico, Q uintana of 
the A rgentine 
Republic, and Coolidge of 
the U nited States a com m ittee to receive 
and rep o rt on tho credentials of the dele­ 
gates. 
Senor Q uintana moved th e a p ­ 
pointm ent of two secretaries. 
He w anted 
tw o in order th a t the English and Spanish 
speaking delegates m ight be equally re p ­ 
resented. 
A fter discussion, the proposi­ 
tion was allowed to go over until the next 
session, the conference m eanwhile y ield ­ 
ing to Senor Q uintana's wishes to the 
extent of selecting Dr. G uzm an of N icar­ 
agua and Dr.

tem porarily as secretaries and until ^oine 
perm anent provision be made. 
Delegate Cornelius Bliss presented the 
report of the com m ittee on committees.

Bliss of the United States, Kin of U ru ­ 
guay, Bolet l ’eraza of Venezuela, C ruz of 
G uatem ala, and Z egarra of Peru.

WHY THE PEO PLE DO NOT COMPLY W ITH 


OFFICIAL NOTICES. 
There was considerable talk last even­ 
ing at the oouncil meeting on the ques­ 
tion of building sidewalks, all on ac­ 
count of the refusal or neglect of many 
property owners failing to comply with 
the notices to build given by authority 
of the oounoil. 
No doubt there are 
many places in the oity where sidewalks 
are a necessity, and ought to be built at 
once. There is but one way that the 
property owners can be brought to time 
and compelled to build such walks, and 
that way is strictly in accordance with 
law. That way will succeed every time, 
and but very few property owners can b© 
found with sufficient nerve to oppose 
suoh measures. In nearly every case 
where notices have been served for the 
building of walks the city authorities 
have been the ones to be blamed for any 
refusals to comply, and not the property 
owners. For several years it bas been the 
custom of the aldermen, in the hope of 
saving a little expense and providing 
work for men out of employment, to or­ 
der by wholesale resolutions, that sujh 
and suoh streets be repaired under the 
direction of the aldermen of the ward. 
In very many instances they have fixed 
a fancied grade and went to work, ex­ 
pending in a very questionable way 
large amount of money in such work 
and all to no purpose exoept to lighten 
somewhat the burdens of taxation on the 
property owners on such streets when I 
the street is finally graded. 
One sidem an made the remark not 
many meetings ago, when talking on this 
matter, that flag cross-walks had been 
pat down in his ward on streets that 
were] noc even recognized by the city, 
ssying nothing about grades, and stand­ 
ing on the same cross-walks, no one was 


I able with the naked eye to discover a 
sign of a sidewalk. 
The city cannot, according to [the opin­ 
ion of the city attorney, build a sidewalk 
at the expense of the property exoept it is 
placed at grade. And thistles appears 
to be Just what troubles.the street com­ 
missioner. Many of the streets having 
established grades, have undergone re­ 
pairs so often under the superintend­ 
ence of,the various alderman, that scarce­ 
ly one can be found aft grade, and side. 
walks in many such oases have been 
built and rebuilt voluntary by property 
owners regardless to grade, suiting their 
own immediate locality. 
Ex-Mayor Winans frequently leotard, 
the aide;men on account of such work 
telling them that the expenditure of pub­ 
lic money for work on streets with no 
established glade was illegal, even going { 
to far as to say to the aldermen that they J 
were iable to fifty dollars fine for voting 
to allow bills for any such work. 
It is 
perfectly safe to say that one-half or 
more of the ward funds are thus spent. 
The Gazette would suggest, in view of 
all the fact, that the authorities turn back 
to the messages of Ex-Mayor Winans, 
delivered in April, ’87-’88, and follow 
the cooree there outlined. The advice 
was good and timely then. It ij good 
and timely new, and if strictly fellowed 
by the aldermen, there will be no trouble 
and there will be money in the feveral 
ward funds to meet all obligations. 
Perhaps an easy wsy to obviate much 
of the present difficulty, would be to or­ 
der tho city engineer to establish grades 
on all streets that have been worked 
heretofore, and then grade tbs same, 
after which oompeil the frying of the 
needed sidewalks. 
The present manner of doing street 
work, while not warranted by the char­ 
ter, has been the custom of the city for 
many ye ars, and the people as a rule, 
have been led to believe it was the legal 
way, therefore, the present oouncil are 
not to be blamed 
for any more than 
their due proportion. The present coun­ 
cil, more than] any of its predecessors, 
realizes that 
it is 
not 
the 
oor­ 
reot way, and before it succeeds in com­ 
pelling the building or sidewalks on a 
street having;no established grade, it 
will be thoroughly convinced that it is 
safest to follow the advice as given by 
Ex-Mayor Winans. alluded to above. 
Let us have the sidewalks.
